WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A roll awning comprising: 

an enclosure comprising a cover member journalled within the enclosure; 
an aperture in the enclosure; and 

an awning fabric comprising a distal portion extending from the cover member 
through the aperture, the aperture being movable for following the distal portion of the 
awning fabric. 

2. The roll awning of claim 1 wherein the enclosure comprises a hollow tube comprising a 
side wall, the aperture being formed in the side wall. 

3. The roll awning of claim 2 further comprising a mounting structure for attaching the roll 
awning to a supporting structure, the hollow tube being journalled to the mounting structure. 

4. The roll awning of claim 1 further comprising a retraction assembly connected to the cover 
member for rolling the awning fabric onto a spindle. 

5. The roll awning of claim 4 wherein the retraction assembly comprises a torsion spring. 

6. The roll awning of claim 1 further comprising a sweep member located adjacent the 
aperture for removing liquid and/or debris from the awning fabric as the awning fabric is 
rolled onto a spindle. 

7. A roll awning for attachment to a supporting structure, the roll awning comprising: 

a first end cap for fixed attachment to the supporting structure; 

a second end cap for fixed attachment to the supporting structure; 

a retraction assembly comprising a torsion spring connected to a torsion rod, the 
torsion rod having a first end and a second end, the first end of the torsion rod being fixedly 
attached to the first end cap and the second end of the torsion rod being fixedly attached to 
the second end cap; 

a spindle connected to the torsion spring, the spindle being rotatable in relation to the 
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retraction assembly; 

a cover member comprising a side wall surrounding the spindle, a first end journalled 
to the first end cap, a second end journalled to the second end cap, and an elongated aperture 
formed in the side wall and extending in a longitudinal direction of the cover member; and 

an awning fabric comprising a proximate end attached to the spindle and a distal end 
extending through the elongated aperture; 

wherein the retraction assembly exerts a torsional force on the spindle for winding the 
awning fabric onto the spindle. 
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
